a. General Samford and General Erskine, representing NS A and 
the Department of Defense respectively, were present during the 
discussion of this item. Action taken was therefore considered a 
joint IAC-USCIB action. 

Id. After an exchange of views on the proposed charter for a 
Critical Collection Problems Committee (CCPC) the draft charter was 
approved, as amended. With respect to a question raised by General 
Erskine in discussing paragraph 1 a, the Chairman. eipphasizedthat, 
in making inventories of collection capabilities, it was not' intended'' 
that the CCPC should attempt to involve itself more~cleepIy in the 
operational details of collection activities of individual IAC or USCIB 
v a S encies than was necessary to satisfy that requirement. He noted 
t at any member of IAC or USCIB who considered that any CCPC 

activity was going too far in such a direction might raise this question 
at the IAC or USCIB level. 

c. The Chairman suggested that the first order of business for 
t e CCPC should be in the field of the collection of data on Soviet guided 
missile activities. He indicated that the IAC and USCIB members should 
be prepared to nominate their representatives on the committee and 
t at those representatives must have all necessary clearances. The 
Chairman added that the questions of assignments for, and the composition 

° f ’ T h ® CCPC WOuld be considered further at the next regular IAC meeting. 
The IAC and USCIB members concurred in this procedure.
